1 . As per remarks, Applicants' argued that (1 ) Grimwood does not suggest performing operations using processor tick counter values. 

2. As to point (1), Grimwood discloses the offset between the master clock tick counter and a corresponding tick counter in the RU and 
synchronized between the two [ i.e. perfoming operations using processor tick counter values ] [ Figure 23; col 47, lines 49-col 8, lines 3 J. 

3. As per remarks, Applicants' argued that (2) Grimwood would require significant modification to be adapted into a combination with 
Kubo to achieve the present invention and such a modification of Grimwood to use with Kubo simply goes too far beyond the disclosure of 
either reference. 

4. As to point (2), this modification of the basic reference in light of the secondary prior art is proper because the applied references are 
so related that the appearance of features shown in one would suggest the application of those features to the other. See In re Rosen, 
673 F.2d 388, 213 USPQ 347 (CCPA 1982); In re Carter, 673 F2d 1378, 213 USPQ 625 (CCPA 1982), and In re Glavas, 230 F.2d 447, 
109 USPQ 50 (CCPA 1956). Further, it is noted that case law has held that one skilled in the art is charged with knowledge of the related 
art; therefore, the combination of old elements, herein, would have been well within the level of ordinary skill. See In re Antle, 444 F.2d 

1 168, 170 USPQ 285 (CCPA 1961) and In re Nalbandian, 661 F.2d 1214, 211 USPQ 782 (CCPA 1982).
